SPC PEACEKEEPING RESOLUTION - 

DURING DRAFTING OF SPC RES ON PEACEKEEPING, YOGUSLAVS MADE 
UNSUCCESSFUL EFFORT TO ADD "UNDER AUTHORITY OF SC" TO END 
OF PREAMB PARA 4. ON BEING QUESTIONED AS TO PURPOSE OF 
AMENDMENT, YUGOSLAVS INDICATED MAIN REASON WAS TO KEEP OPEN 
OPTION OF GA-AUTHORIZED PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS. USDEL FINDS 
THIS REASONING INTERESTING IN LIGHT OF NON-ALIGNED AUTOMATIC

INDIAN FOREIGN SECY'S CALL ON AMB SCALI - 
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INDIAN FOREIGN SECY KEWAL SINGH WITH PERMREP JAIPAL CALLED 
ON AMB SCALI NOV 19. KEWAL SINGH SAID SECY KISSINGER'S 
VISIT TO INDIA HAD RESULTED IN IMPROVED INDO-US UNDERSTANDING 
AND COOPERATION, AND ALLUDED IN PASSING TO PAKISTANI NFZ 
PROPOSAL BEFORE CONVERSATION CENTERING ON ECON MATTERS, 
FUTURE OF UN INCREASINGLY CONTROLLED BY RADICALIZED 
NON-ALIGNED, AND PLO. ON CERDS, JAIPAL AND INDIA PREFERS 
MOVING SLOWLY IN VIEW OF CHARTER'S IMPORTANCE. AMB SCALI 
SAID IT IS ESSENTIAL FROM US STANDPOINT THAT CHARTER CONTAIN 
EQUITABLE PROVISIONS FOR COMPENSATION OF NATIONALIZED BUSINESS, 
AND THAT HE UNDERSTOOD INDIA DIFFERS ON THIS, ADDING THAT 
LDCS WILL FIND ATTRACTING PRIVATE INVESTMENT IMPOSSIBLE 
UNLESS FAIR RULES GOVERN COMPENSATION. KEWAL SINGH SAID NATION- 
ALIZED U.S. COMPANIES HAD HAD NO DIFFICULTIES IN INDIA, 

AND THAT THERE SHOULD BE NO DIFFICULTY IN FINDING CHARTER 
FORMULATION PROVIDING ASSURANCES TO INVESTORS; JAIPAL 
EXPRESSED PESSIMISM ON POSSIBILITY OF GETTING SENSIBLE 
CHARTER PASSED, SAYING "THOSE PEOPLE" (RADICAL NON-ALIGNED?) 
WERE CONCERNED ONLY WITH THEORY. AMB SCALI SAID HE WOULD BE 
GLAD OF INDIA'S SUPPORT ON MATTERS SUCH AS CHARTER. KEWAL 
SINGH SAID OPPOSING NON-ALIGNED MAJORITY IS DIFFICULT 
FOR INDIA, JAIPAL ADDING "IF WE ARE NOT PART OF IT, WE 
GET PUSHED ASIDE." 

AMB SCALI SAID MANY FORMER (AMERICAN) UN 

SUPPORTERS QUESTION DIRECTION OF ORGANIZATION, CALLING NEW 
ECON ORDER MORE APTLY NAMED NEW ILLUSION ORDER, AND ADDING 
THAT HE DEEPLY DISTURBED ABOUT UN FUTURE IF THIRD-WORLD 
MAJORITY CONTINUES PRESS ILLEGAL DECISIONS SUCH AS SAG 
EXPULSION. AMB SCALI SAID HARD-LINERS WIN OUT WHENEVER 
NON-ALIGNED RANKS ARE DIVIDED, AS IN SA EXPULSION WHEN 
BLACK AFRICAN MODERATES SAID THEY WOULD BE CONTENT WITH 
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TOUGH RES STOPPING SHORT OF EXPULSION BUT WERE CLEARLY 
ELBOWED ASIDE BY MILITANTS. AMB SCALI ALSO SAID 
RECEPTION GIVEN PLO AND LIKELIHOOD THAT UNREALISTIC RESES 
SETTING BACK CAUSE OF ME PEACE WILL BE PASSED ARE EXAMPLES 
OF IRRESPONSIBLE UN ACTION. JAIPAL, SAYING PLO IS DIVIDED 
WITHIN ITSELF, SEEMED TO AGREE WITH AMB SCALI'S CONTENTION
